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JOHN  WILLIAMS 


In  1990  John  Williams  celebrated  his 

tenth  anniversary  as  Conductor  of  the 
%/ 

Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  In  January  1980, 
he  was  named  nineteenth  conductor  of  the 
ensemble  since  its  founding  in  1885.  Born 
in  New  York,  Mr.  Williams  attended  UCLA, 
studied  composition  privately  with  Mario 
Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attended  the 
Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano 
with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked 
as  a jazz  pianist  before  beginning  his 
career  in  the  film  studios,  where  he 
worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz 
Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for 
many  television  programs  in  the  1960s, 
winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

John  Williams  has  composed  the  music 
and  served  as  music  director  for  more 
than  seventy  films,  including  Home  Alone , 
Presumed  Innocent , Born  on  the  Fourth  of 
July,  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Last  Crusade, 
Always,  Stanley  and  Iris,  The  Accidental 
Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of 
Eastwick,  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of 
Doom,  the  Star  Wars  trilogy,  E.T.  (the  Extra- 
Terrestrial),  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  Super- 
man, Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind, 
Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has 
received  twenly-eight  Academy  Award 
nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four 
Oscars  and  fifteen  Grammies,  as  well  as 


several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His 
most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original 
Score  for  a Motion  Picture,  for  E.T.  In  1991 
he  received  two  Academy  Award  nomina- 
tions, for  the  score  to  Home  Alone  and  the 
song  "Somewhere  in  My  Memory"  from 
that  film. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr. 
Williams  has  written  many  concert 
pieces,  including  two  symphonies,  and  a 
flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto 
recorded  by  the  London  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Recent  works  include  “We’re 
Lookin’  Good!,’’  composed  for  the  Special 
Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  Inter- 
national Summer  Games,  and  the  theme 
for  the  1988  Summer  Olympics. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has 
sold  more  than  four  million  copies,  more 
than  any  non-pop  album  in  recording  his- 
tory. Many  of  Mr.  Williams’  film  scores 
have  been  recorded,  and  he  has  led  a 
series  of  highly  acclaimed  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  Their  most  recent 
recordings  include  an  all-Gershwin  album 
entitled  Pops  by  George,  Music  of  the  Night, 
an  album  of  contemporary  and  classic 
show  tunes,  a collection  of  favorite 
marches  entitled  I Love  a Parade,  and,  for 
future  release,  an  album  of  John  Williams’ 
music  for  the  films  of  Steven  Spielberg. 

Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  on  United  States 
tours  in  1985  and  1989,  and  on  a tour  of 
Japan  in  November  1987.  He  led  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  a tour  of 
Japan  in  June  1990.  Mr.  Williams  has 
appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  a 
number  of  major  orchestras,  including 
the  London  Symphony,  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra,  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra, 
and  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  with 
which  he  has  appeared  many  times  at 
the  Hollywood  Bowl.  He  has  been 
awarded  honoraiy  degrees  from  many 
American  colleges  and  universities. 
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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Con- 
ductor Laureate  of  the  Boston  Pops,  the 
founder  and  Conductor  Laureate  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and 
Music  Director  of  the  Boston  Classical 
Orchestra.  In  the  summer  of  1987  he 
retired  from  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra's  first  violin  section.  He  fre- 
quently conducts  Boston  Pops  concerts 
both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  on  tour.  A 
native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr. 
Dickson  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conserva- 
tory of  Music.  He  studied  violin  with  Carl 
Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship 
student  at  Berlin's  Hochschule  fur  Musik 
and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre 
Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine. 
He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches- 
tra in  1938  under  Serge  Koussevitzky, 
was  named  Assistant  Conductor  of  the 
Pops  in  1958  and  Associate  Conductor  in 
1980,  and  founded  the  BSO’s  current 
Youth  Concert  series  in  1959. 

Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson 
has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many 
orchestras  outside  of  Boston,  including  the 
Baltimore  Symphony,  the  National  Sym- 
phony in  Washington,  the  Montreal  Sym- 
phony, the  Vancouver  Symphony,  the 


Milwaukee  Symphony,  the  Honolulu  Sym- 
phony, the  Nashville  Symphony,  the  Long 
Beach  Symphony,  the  Orchestra  London 
(Ontario),  the  Florida  Symphony,  the 
Edmonton  Symphony,  the  Quebec  Sym- 
phony, the  Saskatchewan  Symphony,  the 
Jerusalem  Symphony,  and  the  National 
Arts  Centre  Orchestra  in  Ottawa.  His  itiner- 
ary for  the  1991-92  season  includes  Pops 
concerts  with  a number  of  orchestras. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the 
Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French 
government.  In  1971  the  National  Confer- 
ence of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a 
Certificate  of  Honor,  recognizing  his  distin- 
guished contributions  to  the  humanities, 
and  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a national  honor 
and  professional  association  in  education, 
awarded  him  the  “Excellence  in  Educa- 
tion" Award.  In  1975  the  city  of  Somerville 
dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of 
Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill 
Community  School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Madison  Park  High  School.  Mr.  Dickson 
holds  honorary  degrees  from  Boston’s 
Berklee  College  of  Music,  Emmanuel  Col- 
lege, Lesley  College,  Curry  College,  North 
Adams  State  College,  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts University,  Boston  University,  the 
New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  the 
Boston  Conservatory,  Framingham  State 
College,  and  from  the  American  College  of 
Greece. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about 
music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has 
incorporated  many  of  them  into  his 
books,  Gentlemen , More  Dolce  Pleasel,  an 
entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the 
scenes,  and  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston 
Pops.  In  addition,  he  furthered  the  part- 
time  conducting  career  of  his  close 
friend,  the  late  Dannv  Kaye,  with  whom 
he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the 
world  as  musical  mentor. 
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RONALD  L.  FELDMAN 


Since  joining  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  cello  section  in  1967  at  the  age 
of  nineteen,  Ronald  L.  Feldman  has 
received  critical  acclaim  for  a wide  variety 
of  musical  achievements.  Increasingly  in 
demand  as  a conductor,  Mr.  Feldman  was 
appointed  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Bos- 
ton Pops  Orchestra  in  1989,  having 
appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  the 
ensemble  for  three  consecutive  seasons  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  in  1987  at  Tanglewood. 


Mr.  Feldman  is  currently  conductor  of  the 
Boston  new  music  ensemble  Extension 
Works.  Formerly  music  director  and  con- 
ductor of  the  Worcester  Symphony 
Orchestra,  he  was  also  music  director  and 
conductor  of  the  New  England  Philhar- 
monic for  five  seasons.  In  1988  he  and  the 
New  England  Philharmonic  were  awarded 
the  American  Symphony  Orchestra 
League’s  AS  C/VP  Award  for  Adventuresome 
Programming  of  Contemporary  Music. 
Beginning  with  the  1989-90  season,  Mr. 
Feldman  became  conductor  of  the  Berk- 
shire Symphony.  He  has  appeared  as  guest 
conductor  with  that  ensemble  and  with 
the  Pro  Arte  Chamber  Orchestra,  the 
Springfield  Symphony,  the  MIT  Experi- 
mental Studio,  and  the  Albany  Symphony. 

Born  in  Brooklyn  and  a graduate  of  ' 
Boston  University,  Ronald  L.  Feldman  has 
taught  at  Brown  University  and  Brandeis 
University;  he  currently  teaches  at  the  Tan- 
glewood Music  Center  and  at  the  Boston 
Conservatory,  where  he  is  conductor  of  the 
orchestra  and  chairman  of  the  string 
department.

THE  BOSTON  POPS 


In  1881,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the 
founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches- 
tra wrote  of  his  wish  to  present  in  Boston 
“concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music."  The 
first  Boston  Pops  concert,  on  July  11,  1885, 
represented  the  fulfillment  of  his  dream. 
Called  the  "Promenade  Concerts”  until 
1900,  they  combined  light  classical  music, 
tunes  from  the  musical  theater,  and  an 
occasional  novelty  number.  Allowing  for 
some  changes  of  taste  over  the  course  of  a 
century,  the  early  programs  were 
remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  programs 
of  today. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the 
principal  players,  who  tour  during  the 
Pops  season  as  the  Boston  Symphony 
Chamber  Players),  and  by  the  Boston 
Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  made  up  of 
other  Boston-based  musicians.  Both  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston 
Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  represent  the 
city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the  White 
House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial;  Mr. 
Williams  led  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
on  a tour  of  Japan  in  June  1990.  The 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has 
made  three  tours  of  United  States  sum- 
mer festivals  and  in  November  1987  vis- 
ited Japan  with  John  Williams.  This  sum- 
mer Harry  Rabinowitz  will  lead  the  BPEO 
on  a ten-city  national  tour. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for 
many  years  linked  with  the  name  of 
Arthur  Fiedler,  who  in  1930  became  the 
eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops 
and  the  first  who  was  American-born. 


One  of  Fiedler’s  great  dreams  was  to 
establish  a series  of  free  outdoor  orches- 
tral concerts  for  the  people  of  Boston.  In 
1929,  this  dream  became  a reality  when 
he  organized  the  first  Esplanade  Con- 
certs, which  took  place  on  the  banks  of 
the  Charles  River.  Fiedler’s  Esplanade 
concerts  were  eventually  absorbed  by  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
organization. 

Following  the  death  of  Arthur  Fiedler 
in  1979,  the  Boston  Foundation  and  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  created  the 
Arthur  Fiedler  Esplanade  Concerts  Fund 
in  honor  of  Mr.  Fiedler  and  his  founding 
in  1929  of  the  free  concerts  tradition.  Con- 
tributions to  the  fund  came  from  hun- 
dreds of  donors  whose  gifts  were 
matched  on  a one-to-one  basis  by  the 
Foundation  until  the  fund  reached  its 
goal  of  $1  million.  The  income  from  this 
permanent  fund,  held  in  trust  by  the 
Boston  Foundation,  is  used  exclusively  to 
help  defray  the  costs  of  these  concerts, 
and  each  year  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  designates  one  of  the  Espla- 
nade Concerts  “The  Arthur  Fiedler  Con- 
cert.” The  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  which  so  generously 
provides  the  Hatch  Shell,  meets  a portion 
of  the  security,  clean-up,  and  amplifica- 
tion expenses;  however,  there  still 
remains  a substantial  deficit  that  requires 
funding  on  an  annual  basis.  Audience 
members  who  wish  to  help  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  meet  these  costs 
and  to  keep  a unique  community  tradi- 
tion alive  should  send  their  contributions 
(tax-deductible  as  provided  by  law)  to  the 
Boston  Pops  Fund,  Symphony  Hall,  301 
Massachusetts  Avenue,  Boston,  MA  02115.

HARRY  RABINOW1TZ 

The  versatile  and  prolific  British  con- 
ductor and  composer  Harry  Rabinowitz 
has  been  a leading  figure  in  the  worlds 
of  musical  theater,  radio,  television,  con- 
certs, and  film  in  England  for  several 
decades.  He  is  a familiar  figure  in  the 
London  music  scene,  having  conducted 
the  world  premieres  of  two  Andrew 
Lloyd  Webber  stage  hits,  Cats  and  Song 
and  Dance.  Music  supervisor  for  the 
Paris  production  of  Cats,  he  has  recorded 
albums  with  Michael  Crawford  and 
Sarah  Brightman,  stars  of  Llovd  Webber’s 
hit  musical  The  Phantom  of  the  Opera. 

Mr.  Rabinowitz  conducted  the  score  for 
the  acclaimed  television  production  of 
Nicholas  Nickleby,  and  has  composed 
and  conducted  the  scores  for  such  televi- 
sion series  as  Reilly,  Ace  of  Spies,  The 
Agatha  Christie  Hour,  and  Love  for  Lydia. 
His  other  film  and  television  credits  as 
music  director  and  conductor  include 
the  Academy  Award-winner  Chariots  of 
Fire,  Music  Boy,  Lord  of  the  Flies,  The 
Bostonians,  Lady  Jane,  The  Manhattan 
Project,  Maurice,  Camille  Claudet,  Queen 
of  Hearts,  and  Shirley  Valentine.  In  addi-

O IN  AN  EMERGENCY  Throughout  the

□ EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

of  the  City  of  Boston  and  area  hospitals  work  closely 
with  Special  Events  Group  to  provide  for  your  safety. 
Their  personnel  are  at  the  locations  indicated  to  pro- 
vide comprehensive  emergency  medical  care.  Ambu- 
lances are  available,  on  site,  to  provide  quick 
transportation,  if  needed.

Green  Line  Copley  Station:  From  the  Esplanade, 
walk  along  Clarendon  Street.  The  station  is  about  six 
blocks  ahead  and  one  block  to  the  right  at  Dartmouth 
Street  and  Boylston. 

Green  Line  Lechmere  Station:  From  Memorial 
Drive  go  to  First  Street.  Walk  up  First  Street  to  Msgr. 
O’Brien  Highway  at  Cambridge  Street  and  turn  left. 
The  Station  is  located  on  the  right. 

Use  the  Green  Line  for  connections  to  the  Blue
